b. The second line of defense is from Hsingning (115-49* 24-04) and Meihsien 
(116-13* 24-18) to the borders of Kvan^tung and Mangel* Along this 
tins three bases are established: the Meihaien base, which Commanda 
Hsingning and Melhslen; the Wengyuan (113-48, 24-30) base, which commands 
'engyuan and Tingte (113*21, 24-12); and the Hanhsiung (114-17, 25* 13) 
base, which commands Ban hung** and Lungmen**. 

c. The third line of defense is drawn through Ch*uchiang ( 113-33* 24-50) , 

Loch* ang (113-18, 25-08), Lienhsien (112-26, 24-47) and Liennan* 1 * **, 
with command headquarters at Ch s uchiang.
